If the cora- 
padre with the macliete be true the ti- 
ger has prob.ibly two victims insteail 
of one. The single chance of these 
poor Indians lies with their dogs, and 
it is but a very small one. Jaguars 
with this uncomfortable habit are 
scarce, however — if it be more than an 
accident.

The first impro-ssion of an ordinary 
Norwegian farm house, is not very 
favorable. A cluster of houses, small 
and ageil. crowil around a largo dwell- 
ing house, which goncrolly looks some- 
what dilapidated. But this appearance 
is deceptive; for the walls being of 
wood, they look old In a few years, and 
become blotcheil and seaml by the 
weather. The roof is of the same ma- 
terial, nr in the case of the principal 
bniiding, eitlicr of red tile or slab. 
Sometimes the dwelling-house is 
painted while, when the effect is to 
relieve the sober as|iects of the groups. 
The wails are iii-.ially stout and thor- 
oughly waterproof, plank about four ; 
Inches thick lieing useil in their con- | 
stniotion. These planks are placed i 
edgewise on one another, crossed and | 
conntersDuk at the angles and calkeii in 
the seams with dry moss. A skin of 
thin wopd is placed over the outside, 
while the interior is lined smoothly 
with boards. Inside there is an air of 
comfort 'and cleanliness. A table 
stands in the renter of the chief room, i 
and along Ihe wall a bench runs, which : 
serves for chairs, of which there i* i 
usually a deficiency. From pots on the ; 
floor, ivy is sometimes trained upward 
to the roof, giving the room a festivo 
and n-freshing look. Not infrequently 
the worthy farmer is proud to have the 
dia sses of his daughters hnng in con- 
syiicaous yiositionB, in order that swains 
who call may see tho damsels are well 
provkled with garments in rase of a 
matrimonial alliance. The cow-houses 
are generally an improvement on those 
usually sec-n in Etigland and Scot- 
land. Tbe building is larger and more 
I sp.ace is allowed to each animal, while 
I a clean wooden floor is ordinarily be- 
neath tho cattle. Little or no bedding 
is given. The level of the oow-bouse 
is, in uiost cases, raised high enough 
to allow a spai-e beneath, into which 
the refuse is regularly, swept through 
an opening in the floor.— Cfts-tihers’

VINTAGE 'iV CYPRUS.

How Biirxlaraaii^ OIMer. Usi Kid oTThair

The most interesting sho|*s in Russia 
are in what is <alle<I tlie thieves' 
market, nhere yon may be sure that 
every thing yoa «ce is stolen property. 
There is a law under which a merchant 
in Ihe thieve-’ qn.srter Ts (lerniitted to 
l*uy at his own risk from any one who 
comes to sell, ami after a certain time 
has lieeu given the owner and the 
police to n «s»vcr his i»roperty, he may 
rx|K«e tbe article for sal 1 to the put>- 
lie. Tlie pawnsho)is arc conducted by 
tlie governincnt. and then all unre- 
di-eiiied pic Iges are sold at public 
auction after a year and a day have 
expired, but the purchaser is not al- 
lowed Id examine the goods nor 
purrhasc what be wills. All articles 
are put up in the orler of their num- 
bers, Ute unclaimed p.-ic'«agea at an 
express ofiitn-. and if one wants to 
bhi on a particular article be must 
wait till it is rcacinsl on tlie list. In 
tbe thieves' market, however, there Is 
no pawning. Every tiling is (iiirchased | 



trans|>ort of the wine in skins, which 
are also slanchml with pilch within, 
llie churning of the wine in these, 
under an Eastern sun during a tedious 
journey, completes the ruin of the 
wine for a European pala'e,and it takes 
it ten or fifteen years to recover.

liring down the wine themselves. 
S>niie efforts have la'ely been ma>le in 
this direction near Liniasso, and wine 
now in sonic places comes down in 
Wooil on camels instead of in skins on 
donkeys and mules, but tha vast ma- 
jority of the communications arc all 
but inipraclicnbie monniaiii paths 
auu mule tracks, which drive tho 
)>Qasants to llio use of tha wine-skin. 
The more fastilhms residents of the 
S.-alas have long licen accustomed to 
send up tho large glass demijohns 
(A rahic, ilatHtijitua) casisl in wicker- 
work on donkoy-back. to bring down 
their household wine in cleanly fashion 
front the vincy.-trds. and the wine 
kectis better in a daine-jeanne than in 
wooil. but Iben they arc fragile. So 
long as 1 be wine was worth little or 
nothing the jiileh did not matter- 
many a Spniiisli village was plastered 
with inortnr made with wine, as being 
handier than water; but now that 
France's diflicnliies liave given Cyprus 
an op|M>rtiiuitv. we ought no longer 
lo have C. priis wines offered in a posi- 
tively ro|>eIaiil lyindilion. as they were 
at the Colonial Exhibition last year. 
It is enrions to find that, so long as 
one hundred and twenty years ago. 
some winemakers from Provence es- 
tablished themselves at Omodoe to 
eradicate the pitching practices, and 
found a goo<l foreign market tor their 
produce, — Saturdatf Rer-ew.

SIAM'S METROPOLIS. 

Aa OrUetsI City Which Has Bess Oatlo 4 
the Tcalcc •( tha East, 

Bangkok is entirely different .from 
ail other Eastern cities I have coan. 
Dsewhere the houses are compaotad 
together ao as to cover as little spaea 
aa poasible and the people massed as 
in hives. This city, however, with its 
S 50.000 people, covers more gronnd 
than Canton, with its 1 , 600 . 001 k 
There are but few streets, bat they are 
quite broad. The canals run in every 
direction, and are so numerotis that 
the Siamese are prond to call their 
capital tte Venice of tbe East 
Houses project over these canala 
with open balconies, and both sides 
U the river for six or more miles are 
lined with floating houses nsed not 
only for residences, but for bnsinesa 

People do tlieir shopping in boats, 
and while a womim sells to her cus- 
tomer in open view — (or all houses 
have o]ien fronts — her lazy husband 
fishes, sitting n|M>n a box of gomla 
and his children bathe and swim 
around the hoii.se. In rowing or be- 
ing rowed about there was never a 
moment tliat I could not sec some- 
where a bather; ami just at sundown 
all the common world seems amphibi- 
ous. The panoong is retained on 
when ill the water, and is then either 
exchangcsl for a dry one or left on to 
dry. Rivers and canals are always 
filled by freight boats forty to sixty 
feet long; by small pcddler-boats; by 
canoes of all s'z'^ from ten feet, 
barely holding a man, up to a hundred 
or more feet, «ilh filty or more pad- 
dlers moving in sl.nte with some high 
oflici.al. I saw one long canoe with 
nearly a hundred rowers. Each one 
would dip his paddle and then lift it 
on high — a ctirions sight thus to see 
nearly a liunilrcil p.addles in the nir at 
the same lime. There arc quite alargo 
number of small steam barges in the 
city. Tliese tl.art alxuil very rapidly. 
In fact, all boats seem to do so, for tho 
tide runs very swiftly, a-id boats going 
with its current move in the channel, 
while those going against it stick to 
tho eddiea This makes the river a 
very lively one, csi>ccially toward the 
cool of the day. 

Trees abound throughout the town, 
along streets, along tho canals, and 
about tho houses — many of them of 
good forest size, fxmking down from 
a high pagmla one can scarcely rc.alize 
oneself in the heart of a gi'eat city. 
Tho ordinary house is almost entirely 
lost in the mass of grcea Hero and 
there one pc.-|is out leoking co >l and 
sharled. But tho lofty, snow-white 
pagiHla.s, the tali. stoo| -roofiol temples 
— roofed in tiles of many colors — 
many of them in gilt, the teauliful 
kiosk tuiTcls of the palaces, tho gilded 
royal wat and reiiotapli. and tbe white 
palaces thenisolves make the city from 
an eminence look like a vast royal 
garden, with princely palaces and 
oriental temples nesilud among orna- 
mental tropic.al trees . — Carter IL Uar- 
rison, in Chicago Mai'.

Hn- 
nian nature is like an apple— all 
the mon; palatable for b-ing a trifle 
tart No husband ami wife ever lived 
together in greaU-r niinual .-iffeetion 
than did E ia and her eonsin Bridget, 
concerning whom wc rea<l, neverthe- 
less: “'W’c agree pretty well in our 

tastes and habits — ^j’ct so as •with a 
differniice.’ IVe arc goner.'Jly 

in liarmonr, with occasion- 

al bickerings. as it should bo 
among near relations. Uur sympathies 
aro ratlier understood than expressed; 
and once, u)>on my dissembling a tone 
in niy voice more kind than ordinary, 
my cousin burst into tears, and com- 
plained that I was altered.” 

A Ii lie flavor of individuality and 
self-will is cxcideiit for preventing in- 
sipidity. Tims I theorize. And why 
not? If a man is fond of liis own ease 
and his own way, always “notional.” 
often out of sorts, and never very ami- 
able. why slioiild he not shape his 
theory to the facts? 

All the while, however. 1 am con- 
scious that I could find much to say 
on tho other side. There used to te a 
funeral hymn (it may have gone out of 
vogue ere this) beginning; "Sister, thou 
wast mild and lovely,” tho word 
“lovely” being employed, 1 Uke it, in 
the old-fashion rd. dicrion.ary sense of 
lovable, notin tho new-fangled, board- 
ing-school sense of teantiful; and 1 
can not help feeling that mildness, 
gentleness of spirit, is one of the trails 
which most (leoplo like to attribute to 
their friends, at least after they aro 
dead. It would sound rather odd and 
incongruous— would it not? — losing 
about the cofliii: “Sister, thou wast 

ir:iscible and intoresiing.” And even 
in the case of tbe living; I must con- 
fess to a preference for an equable and 
obliging disjHisition, especially in a 
woman. I may te whimsical, bat I 
have never seen many who affected 
me as uncomfortably sweet-tempered.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA.

But it is seldom cold in the Needles 
and Mohave desert — a sliimrocring al- 
kaliiio waste: eighty-five degrees in 
March, and say one hnndred and 
twenty degrees to one hundred and 
thirty degrees in July. It does not 
matter. The few people in tbe far- 
apart stations live in houses that have a 
second detached roof put on like a fly 
of a tent; and the heated, desolate 
passage ia a providential arrangement 
lo lower the spirits of a traveler to the 
eiij lyment of tho irrigated country 
recovercil from Ihe dos-ri, in Soiiihorn 
California. It is a veritable paradise, 
as really such as tlio oasis of Fay on m 
in Egypt Heavens! how Ihe human 
eye docs cravn the gi'con color; bow 
grateful it is for a field of barley, a 
straight cncalyptns tree, vines and 
roso.s clainteriiig over the houses, 
the luslnms foliage of thu orange 
groves starred with globes of gold. This 
is paradise. And tho climate? Per- 
petual summer (but daily rising in 
price). Tlicro is no doubt of this 
when roll roach the San Gabriel Val- 
ley, Pasadena a:ul Los Aiigeloa 
Avenues of ciic.alypins jicpiier and 
orange trees, two, three, four rows of 
thein, seven and eight miles long; vast 
plumed fields of orange- ; tho vino .stubs 
in Ihe gra|tc plantations beginning to 
bud; barley fodder (the subsliliie for 
hay) well up Ihe verdant; palmettos 
and other semi-tropical plants, and 
all the flower.s, and .shrubs nnd vines, 
gay, rampant, vigorous cver-bloom- 
liig. in dooryanls, ganlens, over-run- 
ning trees nnd houses — surely it is 
summer. Tliure is snow sprinkled on 
tbe bare, ashy hills, but everywhere 
ill the plain is water, from the unfail- 
ing niouiit:iiii springs, running in 
wooden conduits and ditches. Yon 
can buy this water at so much an 
hour. All }'ou ne'd to buy is climate 
and water — tho land is thrown in. It 
is warm in the sun — the thermometer 
may indicate seventy degrees; it is 
even hot. walking out through the 
endless orange plantations and gar- 
dens that surround Los Angelos; but 
there is a chill the instant you pass 
into the shade, yon still need your 
winter clothing, and if you drive, or 
ride in tbe gri|>-cars over tlie sleep 
hills, you require a winter overcoat. 
Tlic night teui|>erature throughout Cal- 
ifornia is invariably in great contrast 
to that in the daytime; nearly every- 
whe're fire is neo-ssary at night the 
year round, ami .agreealilc ncrrly all 
Ihe year, even in Southern Caiiforni.a. 

I doulit if it is ever jilcasant to sit out- 
of-doors or on the piazzas at night, 
though it may te in lliehnttcr months, 
in tlic soutlierii |K>rtion. But it is very 
confusing to ihe mind of the new- 
comer to reconcile his necessity for 
winter clothing lo what lie sees and 
almost feels; in short, to get nseil to 
the climate. The invalid is llirown off 
Ills guard by apjicaraiices; and 1 
should say iliat llicrc is no country in 
the world w lierc a ] erson iiecils to nse 
more care about taking cold. Yet this 
must bo said, the nir is bracing and 
I'fo-giving. I did not, in any part of 
Ihe St.ale. in walking or taking any 
sort of exercise, f-ll Iho least f.aligiie. 
A “cold,” llicreforo, for a jicrson in 
ordinary lic.allli an I coiidilion, is not 
tho dragging, iiearly-niortal ex|>c- 
ricncc lliat it is apt lo he in tlie Eas*. 
Then Iho trowiiiiig advant.agc of tlio 
country, even if the climate is treach- 
erous and needs watching in its i ffecis, 
is th.at one c.in be out of doors all the 
lime iic.arly every d.ay in Ihe year. 
Meantime he can rat orangc.s if he is 
not particular about tlie variet3', nnd 
get rich selling j>rosi>cclivo or real 
orange groves to E istcrn [icoplc. But 
he will never get over tte surprises and 
contrasts of the country. — Atlantic. 

COTTON DRESS GOODS. 

KuTeltiott Offrre«l on thr> Connters of Dry 
UootlN KFtAbllNliinciilN. 

Tlio most tewiithiiig nssor inents of 
zei>hyr ginglmms, salines and cam- 
brics are now offered on the counters 
of tho shops in tho various cities. 
Practical moihcis nsnally jinrehase 
these goods early and have Ihrm made 
up before the house cleaning and gen- 
eral renovation days of April, in tlie 
quiet of L-iii. or cnrl^* s]iring. Z-plijT 
cottons or girgliaius will succeed satino 
during tho coming season. Iiiiportetl 
ginghams range from forty cents to 
sixty ami scvenl.v-tivo cents a yanl, 
nnd there arc a few which will bo re- 
tailed a-s liigli as a dollar ami a quar- 
ter a yanl. 'These are the finest col- 
ored cottons which have ever teen 
offured on the slio]i counters. Tlic old 
colors of Sevres china arc reproduced 
in these good.s; the pale turquoise 
blues, tho creamy tiiiteel Dubsrry 
piuk^ a favorite color at present 
with lovers of old Meissen jiorcGlain, 
the yellow and ihu cream tints of the 
royal French china are all re- 
vived on these daintily-striped 
and figured ginghams which are 
sometimes railed Scotch but 
are made Iiy French nianufactnrers. 
It is a fanc3' of tho season to give a 
silken effect to all coiton goods, and a 
large pro|>ortioii of the new ginghams 
are figured with siriiies of l.ace or all- 
over palleriis of lace. Tlicso new 
goods aro not fouutl in tlic conven- 
tional patterns of ginghams bat in 
striped and figured designs. There 
sre stripes of several or more narrow 
bands tlie width and pattern of a Na 1 
ribbon with a fcatlicr mlgc. A pale 
blue or rose-pink stripe of this kind 
on a cream ground is made up with a 
plain, cronm-coloreil zephyr cloth. A 
pale blue or delicate pink ground 
striped with white, or tends of lace 
work, is made up in combination with 
a pink or blue zephyr in solid color. 
There arc lovely lace striped zephyrs 
in bine, cream white or silver gray, 
with the Inoe strii>e sliot with lines of 
gny color. Omibiiialions of two 
shades of gray and wiiilc are fre- 
quently seen this sea.son. The most 
costly zephyr cloths aro in largo lace 
cross-barred or stri|icd patterns, 
figured with raised rings which look 
like plash or gay p.alm leaves simulat- 
ing Indian embroidery. 

Satines are passe, but are still shown 
ill geometric patterns and convention- 
al stripes an I checks. Old-flower pat- 
terns have c impletoiy disappeared. 
Tlic revival of the polonaise for gener- 
al wear this spring is one of the cer- 
tainties of the coming styies. and it is 
probable that the new zephyrs will te 
generally made into simple polonaises 
with siri|>ed underskirts. Domestic 
ginghams aro sliuwn in idd patterns 
of clierks and plaids. Fine checks in 
blnclc and while, azure blue nnd while, 
or gray and whi'e, are always in de- 
mand for serviceable iiioming dresses, 
which ai'u charming made in the 
simplest style, iriiiiiiied with white em- 
broidery. Tbi-so ginghams, in fine 
qualities from hoiiio manufacturers, 
cost from fifletwi lo Iwentv and twenty- 
five cents a yanl. — Helena Rowe, in 
Good housekeeping.
